ALIAS’ RENNER. HOWEVER, WHO WROTE THE ANALYSIS TOLD US THAT HIS CON- 
CLUSIONS WERE THAT, EVEN IF BALTRUSCH' REPORTING WAS COMPLETELY 
ERRONEOUS, IT WOULD NOT AFFECT THE OVERALL TR$PORT FIGURES. 

WE HAVE REQUESTED THAT THE WRITTEN ANALYSIS BE: PROVIDED AS SOON AS 
POSSIBLE, HOWEVER, ALIAS RENNER DID STATE THAT IT WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE 
TO LIST THE EGK'S STEMMING FROM BALTRUSCHAND WE ARE NOT ABLE TO DO 
THIS FROM MLB FILES. 

2. U JORUM'S INTERROGATION ON I 3 MARCH 1 962 SHEDS FURTHER

ACTION WOULD BLOW THE" ALFRED" -UJDRUM RELAT IONSHIPTO BALTRUSCH. 
"ALFRED", WHEN HE WAS INFORMED BY UJDRUM THAT THE SAMPLE HAD 
BEEN OBTAINED, SAID, "OK, IT MAKES NO DIFFERENCE IF THE WEST GETS 
THE SAMPLE OR NOT." ACCORDING TO UJDRUM, "ALFRED" SAID THE SAMPLE 
WAS BONA FIDE AND WAS NOT DECEPTION MATERIAL. 
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
